4. Disqualification ; No person, — 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or 
contracted, a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is pennissible under the personal law 
appl’icable to such person and the other party to the 
marriage and there are other grounds for doing so, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — ^Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — ^Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.

Bombay, under the Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation 
(Department of .Agriculture), namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called (1) The Central Institute of Fisheries Education, 
Bombay, (2) Regional Training Centre for Inland I'isherics 
Operatives Agra, (3) Central Fisheries Extension Training 
Centre, Hyderabad, (4) Inland Fisheries Training Centre, 
Barrackpore, (5) Fresh Water Fish Farm, Balabhadrapuiam, 
and (6) Brackishwater Fish Farm, Kakinada (Group B 
Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette.

(a) who has entered into or contiacted a inarriage whh

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted "a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central (jovernment may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in vvriting and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provi.5ions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons 01 posts. 

7. Saving. Nothing in these rules shall alTeet rcsci’v,ations 
and other concessions required to be provided for Ihe 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other snecial 
categories of persons in accord.ancc with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from lime to time in rhi.^ regard.

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such man iage Ls permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such persons ‘and the other party to the 
marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of thlff Tide. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in 
consultation with Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of provision of these rules with respect to any cla.s.s 
of category of persons or posts. 

6. Saving— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
